The problem was by no 
means a new one. li had 
ej;lsted in practire oer since 
March S, 19J9, the date nf 
the Shah*s marriage to Prin- 
cess Fawiia of figypt. Yet 
curiously enough the line of 
Euecession, should be lUe 
chilttless, had never been 
ofrSdnHy decitied upon. 

Later there was to be frcqiient talk ol 
a law mpposed lo have been promulgated by 
old Rcia Shah. Accordmf to this law, it 
was said, Bmpre&ses of Iran bad to pro^ 
diice a niale heir wiihin five ytarj or agree 
to a dissolution of iheir marriage, 
This myiterious edict never estisted. 
After the yoiuig Shah had been divorced 
from fawaia he enjoyed quiic a reputa- 
tion If a ladies' man, but iheje was no pn»- 
pect of a mote «critni» allianre atid thus 
of an heir to the throne. 

He lold advi.vf«, with a imtle: "Don't 
worry, my good friencbi. For the time 
heing I am still with you and Cod watchei

But apparently lie regarded the young 
prince as not suited one day to become the 
Head of State, so the ibriioe of the Pahlrvif 
rotilinurd to depriul upon the life of the 
Shah as lon^ as he had tio son.

He always had this ultlmittr solution 
available — -Ali's nomination as heir. But 
now thiTC was no legitimate successor left. 

All the other soqj ol the ttid Shah had 
Katlshar PrincessC!! lur mothers, aitif he had 
rxplieilly laid down that no [xrion 
descended from the fomter ruling bousr 
might ever mount ihe Pmcock Throne.

When in Iran a public Rgute such as 
the Sliah, a Minister, or the Empress begins 
to lose hit or her poptilarity the person in 
question is irtually quickly aware of the 
rhanee. Helpers become suddenly far tes 
keen an their work, if not positively ob- 
structive. Wr bved Ihmuj^ all that during 
the Mosssdcq period, liut now I lelt nothing 
of the sort. 

Dn the contrary, my position became 
more assured from manlh to month. 

For some time the Sbah did not again 
refer to the sid>ject of the suece\sioii. Since 
several Slate viiiu bad been amn|;nl for 
1 9^6 he was anxious to avuid bringing 
up any problem that might disturb my 
peace of mind. 

Wliai was at this moment of supreme 
importance to him was that f should smile 
i^diaoily at bis side as we travelled to- 
v^ethcr from country to country. 

The success of these visits ser^'cd lo 
increase my popularity, as well as hi.s, in 
trait. Millions of Feriiaiu saw me with new 
eye* when ihey heaiKl how we had been 
{ete<! iibrT^d. and they were proud of their 
F.mpren nowaday. 

Contributory to this was the fad efiat 
ihrxiugltouf the country children's homes 
and hospitals were springmg up, tbxnkt lo 
tile fioiayn Ftiunilation.
